Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ito et al 
(6,249,740). 

A positioning unit for positioning a current location mobile unit (figure 42); a 
setting unit for setting up a place of departure and a place of destination (figure 22); a 
communication unit for transmitting and receiving information to and firom an 
information center (figure 1); temporary storage unit for storing the drive route 
information received by the commxmication unit (figure 1); and a drive guide unit for 
guiding the driving on the basis of the current location positioned by the positioning unit 
and the drive route information stored in the temporary storage unit (figures 3 8A, 9, 10, 
30-32), wherein when the drive route information received the communication unit is the 
information of a partial drive route in the total drive route connecting the place of 
destination and the place of departure that are set up by the setting imit, the guide unit 
starts the drive guide on the basis of the received information of the partial drive route 
and receiving the remaining route information fi-om an end of the partial drive route to 
the place of destination while the guide unit is making the drive guide on the basis of the 
information of the partial route (column 25).
